No matter how people in Mor- 
gan County think health should 
be improved, they agree on one 
thing: changes need to occur for 
the sake of local children and 
youth. 

Although there are differing 
ideas, opinions, and suggestions 
for how to make Morgan County 
residents healthier, there is con- 
sensus in the community that the 
health status of children must 
improve if Morgan County and 
its residents are going to thrive in 
the future. Forum participants 
varied on where these changes 
should begin but agreed that a 
change must take place for the 
youth to succeed and Morgan 
County to prosper. 

At local health forums, par- 
ticipants could not always give 
particular strategies or examples 
on how to improve the health of 
adults in Morgan County. But 
when asked about improving the 
health of kids, most participants 
had a vision or idea of which 
changes would be beneficial. Par- 
ticipants shared personal stories 
about poor health affecting 
children’s emotional and physical 
well-being, insightful reasons 
why local youth need to eat bet- 
ter and exercise more, and cre- 
ative ideas on how the commu- 
nity can make the necessary 
changes. There was an outpour- 



The Morgan County Board of 
Education has rejected bids sub- 
mitted for construction of a pro- 
posed new elementary school 
near Greear and has authorized 
the district’s architect to come up 
with revised plans to reduce con- 
struction costs.

We have time set aside for 
activities but the kids do not use 
it.” A retired schoolteacher at an- 
other forum emphasized this 
point by stating, “Kids don’t even 
play outside anymore. Kids prob- 
ably don’t know what a mud pie 
is.” 

One gentlemen at a forum 
reminisced about community 
work he did as a college student 
in the 1960s. He shared, “I got 
paid to go pick up kids in the 



the WPA-built school at Cannel 
City.

Lump-sum tobacco payments 
need careful consideration

FRANKFORT — The special 
grand jury here will be in business 
at least until December and the 
scope of its investigation of the 
Fletcher administration’s person- 
nel practices is expanding to in- 
clude just about every cabinet in 
state government. 

And top state Medicaid admin- 
istrators conceded to legislators 
recently that they don’t know how 
they are going to cut benefits, limit 
enrollment and cap expenses to 
resolve a looming Medicaid defi- 
cit of more than $600 million. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher, however 
was, able to jet off for a few days 
in Hollywood urging film produc- 
ers to come to Kentucky and 
spend a few million dollars. 

In less than four months, the 
2006 session of the General As- 
sembly will convene expecting a 
timely submission of a two-year 
state budget — and hard answers 
on Medicaid cuts — as well as 
some guidance of how to make up 
for lagging education funding in 
recent years. 

But Fletcher now has a high- 
profile defense attorney to look 
after the governor’s interests 
while the grand jury work goes on 
and on and on. 

To say that the administration 
is now consumed by the investi- 
gation of whether state Merit Sys- 
tem laws were violated is and un- 
derstatement. With the grand jury 
preparing to range far and wide 
within that administration, there 
is solid reason to assume that a 
whole lot of top administrators 
will be worrying more about the 
arrival of subpoenas than about 
key policy decisions that need to 
be made before the General As- 
sembly meets. 

In his first radio address pro- 
vided stations around the state last 
week, Fletcher gave no indication 
through his words that he under- 
stands how serious the threat to 
his administration really is. 

Whatever mistakes were made 
were entirely innocent because of 
inexperience. The Merit System 
is old and dated. 

That is not what the record re- 
flects. 

*The Fletcher administration 
has moved to eliminate competi- 
tive testing requirements for jobs 
involving several thousand em- 
ployees. 

Those tests are designed, for 



Beginning January 2006, 
those who have Medicare can get 
help with their prescription drug 
costs through Medicare Rx.

example, to make certain that a 
typist, in fact, can type; that some- 
one working in water quality 
knows how to conduct a water 
quality test and read the results; 
or that a food service worker in a 
state park knows and understands 
health department food safety 
regulations. 

Eliminate the test and anyone 
can get a job, which was what 
happened before the Merit System 
was adopted. 

*The administration is consid- 
ering ending the ability of current 
state employees to apply for and 
receive jobs elsewhere in state 
government. The internal mobil- 
ity within state government offers 
employees the possibility of pro- 
motion or simply a move to a 
more pleasant place to work. 

Take it away and there will be 
an awful lot of resumes flying out 
of state offices, particularly 
among that silent middle manage- 
ment that keeps the offices oper- 
ating no matter who occupies the 
Governor’s Mansion. 

* According to documents re- 
leased as part of the grand jury 
investigation, there was an active 
move to transform Fletcher’s Lo- 
cal Initiative for a New Kentucky 
(LINK) program of regional of- 
fices for constituent services into 
a vehicle for recruiting and vetting 
Republicans to take Merit and 
non-Merit jobs from Democrats 
and to work toward Fletcher’s re- 
election in 2007. 

(Fletcher, who opposed 
Kentucky’s brief experiment in 
partial public financing of guber- 
natorial elections, nevertheless 
would have benefited very well 
from the public financing of his 
LINK offices and staff). 

Yes, past administrations had 
county-level patronage people 
who helped people get jobs. But 
they were not state employees 
working out of a state office on 
state time using state resources. 

With all of this going on, is 
there any doubt why organizations 
representing state employees are 
putting great distance between 
themselves and Fletcher’s special 
task force set up to modernize the 
Merit System law? The same task 
force that has heard testimony 
from at least one of those under 
indictment for allegedly trying to 
break the Merit System law? 

Maybe someone Fletcher met 
with in Hollywood will make a 
movie about all this and film it 
right here in the capital city. 



of-pocket costs reach $3,600, the 
Medicare drug plan will pay 95% 
of the remaining drug costs. This 
program will provide savings to 
individuals whose drug expense 
is more than $80.00 per month.

Many farmers are weighing 
their options when it comes to re- 
ceiving payments from the federal 
tobacco buyout in a lump sum or 
receiving them over a 10-year 
span. Before making the decision, 
it is important for producers to 
obtain sound financial advice. 

The tobacco buyout legislation 
provides for both producers, who 
receive the $3 per pound payment, 
and quota owners, who receive the 
$7 per pound payment, to receive 
a lump-sum payment beginning 
with the fiscal year 2006 payment. 

The decision to take a lump- 
sum payment involves several 
economic and personal consider- 
ations, said David Heisterberg, 
director of the University of Ken- 
tucky College of Agriculture’s 
Farm Management Program. 

In deciding whether to take a 
lump-sum payment, growers and 
owners need to be aware of the 
procedure for setting up a lump- 
sum option, tax implications and 
financial return, and advantages or 
disadvantages of a lump-sum pay- 
ment. 

Financial institutions always 
will discount the lump-sum offer 
by a certain percentage. Recipi-

ACLU - the

ACLU attorneys are having 
another tantrum over Boyd 
County schools. Not because 
they found the Ten Command- 
ments hanging on the wall, but 
because school administrators 
didn’t spend enough time teach- 
ing 6th through 12th graders 
about “gay rights” issues last 
year. 

James Esseks, litigation direc- 
tor of the ACLU’s Lesbian and 
Gay Rights Project, reopened a 
lawsuit leveled at the school dis- 
trict in part, because too many 
parents opted their children out of 
attending the so-called anti-ha- 
rassment training. Esseks and the 
ACLU think parents shouldn’t 
have that right. 

Makes you wonder who the 
real bullies are. 

This issue is something more 
than a school yard fight over cur- 
riculum. It’s radical social advo- 
cacy taking place under the ban- 
ner of anti-harassment training. 
Three years ago, the Boyd 
County School Board signed an 
ACLU-driven consent decree 
that mandated gay sensitivity 
training for students, a full day of 
gay rights in-service training for 
staff and teachers, and watchdogs 
called “compliance coordina- 
tors” — all to avoid a lawsuit be- 
cause the school board originally 
denied recognition of a student 
Gay Straight Alliance (GSA). 

Keep in mind, the ACLU has 
defended pedophile organiza- 
tions and hard-core pornogra- 
phers. They push for same-sex 
marriage, gay adoption and 
transgender rights. And as re- 
cently as March of this year, they 
succeeded in forcing the Boy 
Scouts of America to pull its 
charters of thousands of Scouting 
units from public schools be- 
cause of their religious views. So 
much for tolerance. 

What I want to know is: Since 
when have the Boy Scouts be- 
come more of a threat to young 
boys than school- sanctioned gay 
clubs? 

The ACLU is convinced that 
disagreement with the homo- 
sexual lifestyle equals discrimi- 
nation, but that just doesn’t add 
up. To say that personal beliefs 
on human sexuality automati- 
cally lead to harassing behavior 
is a faulty assumption and it’s an 
insult to Boyd students and teach- 
ers who, regardless of their be- 
liefs, treat all people with respect. 

If the ACLU were as broad 
minded as they claim, why does 
the anti-harassment training fo- 
cus only on gays and lesbians, 
which are few in number at the 
school? Why not include sensi- 
tivity training for other kids that 
get picked on? 

The reality here is these self- 
appointed school board members 
from New York City are impos- 
ing their sexual values on the 
children and parents of this small 
Kentucky community. To add in- 
sult to injury, it’s the taxpayers 
who are picking up the tab for 
implementation of the curricu- 
lum and their legal bills. Worse 
yet, it’s their kids who bear the

less money up front than if they 
had taken payments over the 10- 
year period. 

The lump sum may be a useful 
source of financial liquidity, 
Heisterberg said. It may simplify 
estate planning or making gifts to 
others. A lump sum may enable 
the recipient to do things that 
could not be done otherwise. On 
the other hand, wasteful spending 
may more easily occur with a 
lump sum that if it was received 
as installments spread over nine 
years. 

The income tax consequence is 
a major consideration that indi- 
viduals should discuss thoroughly 
with their tax preparer and other 
financial advisers as soon as pos- 
sible to make an informed deci- 
sion about whether to take a lump- 
sum, he said. The advisability and 
advantages or disadvantages for 
doing so will vary with each indi- 
vidual. 

The lump-sum option requires 
the quota holder or tobacco pro- 
ducer to enter into an agreement 
with a private party, such as a 
bank, to receive the payment from 
them (not the government agency 
issuing the buyout payments) in 



cost ofwasted time in the class- 
room on a twisted lesson of hu- 
man sexuality. 

Esseks and the ACLU origi- 
nally cited the Equal Access Act 
(EAA) as the basis for forcing the 
school to recognize the GSA. 
However, the EAA, which was 
originally created to protect reli- 
gious groups, states, “Nothing in 
this subchapter shall be construed 
to limit the authority of the 
school, its agents or its employ- 
ees, to maintain order and disci- 
pline on school premises, to pro- 
tect the well-being (emphasis 
added) of students and faculty, 
and to assure that attendance of 
students at meetings is volun- 
tary.” 

Note the term “well-being.” A 
federal court ruled last year that 
GSA’s do not promote the well- 
being of students and therefore 
do not have to be recognized. In 
Caudillo v. Lubbock Independent 
School Districts, the judge con- 
cluded, “This case has nothing to 
do with a denial of rights to stu- 



return for the rights to future pay- 
ments. This is also referred to as 
“successor-in-interest contract.” 

In this process, a buyout recipi- 
ent transfers all rights from the 
buyout contract to the private 
party by executing a successor-in- 
interest contract with the private 
party and the Commodity Credit 
Corporation (CCC). These con- 
tract forms will be available from 
the local U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture Farm Service Agency 
and will explain how to transfer 
buyout payments from the CCC 
to another party. 

Signing up for a lump-sum 
payment is not a one-time deal. A 
producer or quota owner could 
wait one or more years and then 
choose to receive a lump-sum 
payment on whatever number of 
payments remains. The deadline 
to execute a successor-in-interest 
contract is Nov. 1 of each year. 

The only requirement is that 
the lump-sum payment must be on 
100 percent of the remaining pay- 
ments. Therefore, there should be 
a great deal of flexibility for many 
people to take a lump-sum pay- 
ment amount that will fit their in- 
dividual situation, Heisterberg 
said. 



dents because of their sexual 
viewpoints. It is instead an asser- 
tion of a school’s right not to sur- 
render control of the public 
school system to students and 
erode a community’s standard of 
what subject matter is considered 
obscene and inappropriate. At 
some point, a line must be drawn 
that considers the proper subject 
matter allowed in the schools of 
this country. The effects of ex- 
posing minors to sexual material 
before they are mature enough to 
understand its consequences and 
far-reaching psychological rami- 
fications compels a school dis- 
trict to step in and draw such a 
line.” 

Boyd County schools would 
do well to draw that line and pro- 
tect the children entrusted to their 
care. They’d do even better to 
stand up tothe ACLU and correct 
them in court so that other Ken- 
tucky schools aren’t left vulner- 
able to their bullying.

Spay /Neuter Pgm. 
for cats and dogs 
$10 with voucher 

Beginning July 1, a new spay/ 
neuter program for cats and dogs 
went into effect in Kentucky. The 
program, funded through a special 
fee collected by county clerks for 
sale or renewal of the special spay/ 
neuter license plate, permits quali- 
fying individuals to obtain a 
voucher to have a pet spayed or 
neutered by their veterinarian for 
a charge of only $10.00. 

To qualify for the program, 
applicants must have an income 
low enough to be eligible or be 
enrolled in one of the following 
programs: Food Stamps, Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Fami- 
lies, SSI, SSD, or Medicare/Med- 
icaid. 

To receive a voucher, appli- 
cants must fill out an application 
obtainable locally at the West Lib- 
erty Veterinary Clinic, Animal 
Care Clinic, and at the County 
Judge Executive’s Office. Appli- 
cants must provide documentation 
that proves need, such as tax re- 
turns, etc. 

The $10.00 co-pay charge for 
having an animal neutered or 
spayed is payable to the Spay/ 
Neuter Program. 

Both the West Liberty Veteri- 
nary Clinic and Animal Care 
Clinic will honor the vouchers.

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Opening Ky.’s juvenile 
courts benefits everyone

Our community has been 
touched recently by several tragic 
and near-tragic 
crimes com- 
mitted by juve- 
niles. Unfortu- 
nately, many 
more poten- 
tially tragic juvenile cases lurk 
hidden in the court system. Un- 
der current Kentucky law, you 
cannot learn about them from of- 
ficers of the court most familiar 
with these cases, and you cannot 
observe how the judges, prosecu- 
tors and other officials attempt to 
preserve public safety while at- 
tempting to rehabilitate juveniles 
found guilty of these crimes. Be- 
cause of these recent cases, and 
the hundreds more you have not 
heard about, the cloak of confi- 
dentiality must be lifted from 
Kentucky juvenile courts. Open- 
ing Kentucky juvenile courts to 
some degree of public scrutiny 
will benefit the court, the ac- 
cused, and the public. 

Since the beginning of the 
20th Century, juvenile court ad- 
vocates have debated whether the 
proceedings of such courts 
should be open to public scrutiny. 
As recently as the 1970s, the 
trend has been to maintain the 
confidentiality of the proceed- 
ings, citing as reasons the reha- 
bilitative purpose of juvenile 
court and the need to avoid stig- 
matizing juvenile offenders. 

However, over the course of 
the last century, and most dra- 
matically the last two decades, 
the social environment has 
changed significantly, with sharp 
increases in young perpetrators 
committing the same crimes as 
adults. In response, many states 
have modified their juvenile con- 
fidentiality statutes to provide 
differing degrees of public ac- 
cess. Most states no longer have 
a complete prohibition against 
public and media access to juve- 
nile proceedings. Idaho, Indiana, 
Iowa, Maine, Maryland, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Utah and Virginia 
allow public access to juvenile 
court proceedings if the offense 
would constitute a felony if com- 
mitted by an adult. Florida ex- 
tends this principle one step fur- 
ther, and allows the name, photo- 
graph and address of a child 
charged with an offense that 
would constitute a felony or three 
or more misdemeanors to be pub- 
lic. 

Kentucky, meanwhile, main- 
tains one of the strictest juvenile 
court confidentiality statutes in 
the nation. 

Advocates of closed juvenile 
courts are concerned that public 
scrutiny would traumatize and 
stigmatize children and families, 
provide a permanent record of a 
single youthful mistake, and 
hinder the rehabilitative role tra- 
ditionally taken by the court. 
These are valid concerns that 
should be considered seriously 
when discussing legislative 
changes to the current law, par- 
ticularly regarding issues not re- 
lated to criminal activity, such as 
dependency, neglect, and out of 
control petitions. 

Currently, Jefferson Juvenile 
Court takes these factors into 
consideration when determining 
a legal solution for a juvenile in 



its charge. First-time offenders 
accused of committing non-vio- 
lent crimes are regularly placed 
with Kentucky Court Designated 
Workers for 
counseling 
and other ser- 
vices designed 
to provide cor- 
rective action 
without a court hearing. These 
are cases most people identify as 
classic delinquency issues. 

In reality, juveniles are more 
and more commonly using guns 
and other weapons to commit 
murder, rape, assault, and rob- 
bery, as well as drug trafficking. 
Assaults in schools alone have 
doubled in the past decade. In 
Jefferson Juvenile Court, there 
were 1 ,382 juvenile violent crime 
offenses in 1993. By 2003, that 
number had grown to 2,525. In 

2002, of 305 juveniles eligible to 
be waived from confidential ju- 
venile court to public circuit 
court, 35 were so indicted. In 

2003, 36 of 277 were waived to 
circuit court. 

So the majority of juvenile of- 
fenders remain behind the closed 
doors of juvenile court. Many are 
repeat or multiple offenders, with 
lengthy juvenile histories at four- 
teen and fifteen years of age. 
These individuals have proven 
themselves a threat to commu- 
nity. And it is these cases which 
need to be made public, to allow 
the most information available to 
the court in making its decision, 
to insure accountability of 
judges, prosecutors and law en- 
forcement, and to alert the com- 
munity to the presence of juve- 
niles who commit violent crimes. 

Kentucky’s Juvenile Court 
confidentiality statute has a con- 
sequence not envisioned by its 
framers. In three unrelated cases 
within the past year, information 
on juvenile court cases has been 
obtained by the media through 
families of defendants. The infor- 
mation the public received on 
each case contained significant 
factual errors or omissions. Be- 
cause of current Kentucky law, as 
the prosecutor, I could not correct 
this misinformation without 
committing a misdemeanor. I am 
bound to uphold and abide by the 
law, whether or not I agree with 
it. 

Some would argue that this is 
an urban issue. I disagree. I grew 
up on a farm, in a rural commu- 
nity. A variety of influences have 
changed forever that community. 
My colleagues throughout Ken- 
tucky report similar transforma- 
tions in their counties. The prob- 
lems are just as real, and the need 
for more information just as 
pressing, as in metropolitan areas 
of the Commonwealth. 

Kentucky courts, interpreting 
the current law, have steadfastly 
upheld the confidentiality of ju- 
venile court proceedings. Legis- 
lative change, then, is the only 
path to reconcile the state’s posi- 
tion with the reality of current 
juvenile crime statistics. The 
choice Kentucky has now is 
whether it will be among the last 
to open its juvenile courts, or to 
do so now. Our community de- 
serves to know how the justice 
system deals with violent crimes, 
even when committed by juve- 
nile. As we have seen, they affect 
us all.

GHOSTLORE I: The Head- 
less Ghost of McClannahan Hill. 

In the popular imagination 
ghosts are a form of “energy” that 
survives death - a possibility not 
supported by science. Yet ghosts 
are invariably portrayed as wear- 
ing the clothing, uniforms or cos- 
tumes of their era, even though 
articles of dress are inanimate 
objects - an obvious contradic- 
tion. 

Moreover, the science of 
physiology has established the 
simple fact that once the brain has 
been destroyed, brain function 
ceases, and so, too, surely ends the 
ability to think and move. Science 
therefore considers ghosts - al- 
leged spirits of the dead who yet 
supposedly speak and walk about 
- to be figments of the imagina- 
tion. Doubly unlikely, it would 
seem, are headless ghosts, whose 
existence utterly defy logic. 

Nevertheless, storytellers have 
produced many colorful ex- 
amples, notably Washington 
Irving’s 1819 “The Legend of 
Sleepy Hollow,” which tells how 
schoolmaster Icabod Crane is 
frightened out of town by his ri- 
val, masquerading as a headless 
horseman. In contrast, many 
headless-ghost tales are told as 
true - or ostensibly so, for the 
teller’s tongue may occasionally 
seem to stray into his cheek. 

In the mountains of eastern 
Kentucky, there are many such 
folk narratives, including an in- 
teresting one I learned growing up 
in Morgan County. It concerns a 
Civil War skirmish that occurred 
on McClanahan Hill (approxi- 
mately four miles northwest of the 
county seat of West Liberty, my 
hometown). 

The story begins on Oct. 6, 
1863, when some Union soldiers 
(from Company B, Fifth Ohio 
Independent Calvary Battalion) 
had passed through West Liberty 
en route to Morehead. Rebel Cap- 
tain John T. Williams was able to 
cut across the river and reach 
McClannahan Hill ahead of them. 
He and his band waylaid the 
Federals, firing upon them from 
behind fallen trees. 

Reportedly, one soldier was 
killed and a few others were 
wounded. (One of those was 
taken to the home of my great- 
great-grandfather, Milton B. Cox, 
himself then a second lieutenant 
serving in the Confederacy. 
There, the Cox family, in one of 
the common acts of war, nursed 
the enemy soldier back to health.) 

Over time, the superstitious 
Appalachian folk yielded up a talk 
about the ambush. 

“Some still say that a man with 
no head has been seen walking 
around on top of the hill there,” 
my old school teacher Arthur 
Johnson wrote. “It is believed that 
this is a ghost of the Union sol- 
dier who was killed there.” 

Well, so “it is believed.” But I 
recall once mentioning the tale to

my father, the late J. Wendell 
Nickell, who had come to own the 
woodland property in question. A 
skeptic about such things, he re- 
torted that in all his time on the 
site, he had never once seen the 
headless ghost of McClannahan 
Hill. 

How the man supposedly lost 
his head is not explained. That he 
did is, in fact, doubtful, because 
- almost certainly - the ambush- 
ing rebels were without cannon; 
neither is there any other sugges- 
tion from the historical record of 
any beheading having taken place 
by that or any other means dur- 
ing the skirmish. 

Therefore, I suspect we do not 
have the wandering ghost of a

headless soldier, but rather the 
wandering motif (or story ele- 
ment) of a headless ghost that 
travels from region to region and 
tale to tale via the process known 
as folklore. 

Such a narrative can take many 
forms, like the following example 
of what we might call “jokelore.” 
It was related by the late Ken- 
tucky writer Joe Creason (1972, 
217): 

“Two boys in eastern Ken- 
tucky were discussing their town 
ghost. Just the night before, one 
vowed, he was walking past the 
haunted house when the ghost, 
head conveniently tucked under 
arm, floated out a window toward 
him. 

“‘What was that ol’ ghost doin’ 
the last time you saw him?’ the 
other kid asked breathlessly. 

“‘Son,’ came the logical an- 
swer. “He was failin’ behind, 
failin’ behind!”

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Excitin’ doin’s at the Morgan County Fair, 
new champ crowned in Demolition Derby 



Long anticipated by enthusiasts in Wrigley 
Community, derby deemed best one ever 



It was a lazy summer Saturday 
night in August, hot and muggy. 
The moon was full and the big 
event at the Morgan County Fair 
was the Demolition Derby. 

That same day in northern 
Morgan County in a small spot in 
the road called Wrigley there was 
anticipation in the air as I pulled 
into Brian and Mary Whitt’s. Who 
knew that the derby gods were 
lookin’ down and laughin,’ 
knowin’ what mayhem was fixin’ 
to break loose? Who knew the 
cards that were goin’ to be dealt, 
the hands of that were to be 
played, and what Lady Luck had 
in store? Certainly not me, but 
that’s the anticipation of the 
chase, the thrill of the unknown, 
and my friend, this is my story 
and I’m stickin’ to it. 

Big Davey Elliott and Brian 
Whitt had been building a car for 
about a month and I had come to 
paint the number on the door and 
anything else they wanted 
painted. And I had agreed to hire 
the car to the derby. 

For two months it had been a 
collaboration of of weldin,’ 
boltin,’ and sometimes cussin’ 
gettin’ the job done. I could tell 
Big Davey was gettin’ nervous, 
but not Brian. He was a 16-year 
veteran at building cars for the 
derby. He was excited, but you 
could tell he was in his own ele- 
ment. This was his world. 

We loaded the car and headed 
for the fair. I was excited, too, and 
all I was gonna do was write the 
story. 

A huge crowd had gathered at 
the fair arena. They were standin’ 
around the fence and sittin’ on the 
bleachers, eatin’ hamburgers, hot 
dogs, cotton candy, candied 
apples, and there was a rumor that 
the fabled Green Mink was gonna 
reappear. I even spotted some of 
that ghostly car’s legendary driv- 
ers in the crowd. 

The derby, with the roar of the 
engines, the mud flyin’ from 
spinnin’ tires, cars with smoke 
stacks stickin’ out of their hoods, 
beatin’ and bangin’ each other so 
bad that the first thing that came 
to my mind is these guys need a 
few sessions of anger manage- 
ment. 

The pit area was buzzin’ as 
cars would come sputterin’ in, 
banged up and barely runnin. The 
main tool used in fixin’ these cars 
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is a sledge hammer and a cuttin’ 
torch, and mechanics and pit 
crews frantically scurried to get 
them ready for the next heat. 

These drivers are a breed en- 
tirely of their own. Imagine 
gettin’ broadsided at 40 miles per 
hour and the only thing separat- 
ing you from a 2-ton tank com- 
ing at you is a door . . . and if the 
car is stalled, you just have to set 
there and take the lick. 

Apparently last year’s derby 
win by Danny Cox had ruffled 
more than a few feathers in and 
around Wrigley. Danny had won 
the derby at least seven times and 
is the undisputed King of the 
Morgan County Demolition 
Derby. 

Sixteen cars had been entered 
in the derby, but three got dis- 
qualified because their drivers 
had Bath County driver’s li- 
censes. 

The first heat was between 
Jonathan Whitt in the UK car, 
Danny Cox in the Mad Max, Rick 
Juniper in The Ghost, Dustin 
Adkins in the Get It Done car, and 
Richie Blevins drivin’ The 
Haymaker. Right off the bat, the 
transmission went out of The 
Haymaker. The next car to go out 
was The Get It Done car, followed 
by The Ghost. That left the UK 
car and the Mad Max. These two 
went on to the finish, clearly the 
two biggest and baddest cars, and 
with Danny Cox drivin’ the Mad 
Max, clearly intimidatin’ in the 
first heat. 

The second heat pitted Big 
Davey Elliott in the Wrigley 7- 
711 car, Brian Blair in the Green 
Mink, Brian Adkins in The Last 
Chance, and Johnny Perry in the 
Golden Eagle. The Last Chance 
car got hung on the fence and the 
next car out was the Golden 
Eagle, which lost a rear end. That 
left Big Davey in the Wrigley 7- 
711 and Brian Blair the Green 
Mink headin’ to the finals. 

The next heat featured 
Zachary Burton in the General 
Lee, Jonathan Cox in the Too 
Easy car, Aaron Wright in The 
Rebel, and Buddy Peyton in the 
Loony Tunes car. In this heat, 
Jonathan Cox’s car, Too Easy, 
was clearly the one doing all the 
damage and Zachary Burton’s 
General Lee was a lot tougher 
than it looked. Something hap- 
pened to the Loony Tunes’ trans- 
mission and it went out. Then 
Aaron Wright’s car got hung on 
the fence. That left Zachary Bur- 
ton in the General Lee and 
Jonathan Cox in his Too Easy car 
in the finals. 

Meanwhile, there was chaos in 
the pits as the cars that didn’t 
make it to the finals were fightin’ 
a battle against time. They had a 
half hour to get their cars ready 
for the consolation race. The two 
consolation finalists would go on 
to compete in the finals. 

Folks, I’m here to tell you Jeff 
Gordon’s pit crew ain’t got 
nothin’ on Johnny Perry’s crew. 
They changed a transmission in 
ten minutes and I looked over at 
Big Davey ’s pit and him and 
Brian Whitt was jerkin’ a radia- 
tor out of the Wrigley 7-711 and 
puttin’ a new one in.

A new $1.6 million initiative 
to help low-income drug addicts 
in the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict receive treatment was un- 
veiled last month by U.S. Con- 
gressman Harold “Hal” Rogers. 

Operation UNITE’s Treat- 
ment Voucher Program will pay 
up to $3,000 for short-term (up 
to 30 days) or $5,000 for long- 
term (more than 30 days) resi- 
dential treatment for adults. The 
amount increases to $6,000 short- 
term or $10,000 long-term for 
juveniles. 

More than 300 addicts will be 
able to benefit from the program, 
Rogers announced. 



counties served by UNITE, gov- 
ernment officials and treatment 
providers from across the region 
attended the press conference 
held at the London-Laurel 
County Tourist Commission of- 
fice. 

“If you need to know why (a 
voucher program is needed) look 
at your local newspaper or TV or 
radio station, said Sharon Tharp 
coordinator of the Morgan 
County UNITE Coalition. “Look 
at the number of overdose deaths, 
at things like divorce, domestic 
violence, suicide and homicide. 
A lot of people that do these 
things do it under the influence 
of drugs or alcohol.” 

Tharp said that if “properly 
done, treatment works. 

Operation UNITE operates a 
treatment hotline (1-866-908- 
6483) where families in crisis can 
call to receive help. Time and 
again in the past, Rogers said, 
addicts called the hotline only to 
find out they needed financial as- 
sistance before entering treat- 
ment. 

Operation UNITE has entered 



into contracts with several facili- 
ties that have dedicated treatment 
space for the program, but 
voucher recipients may choose to 
receive help from any facility. 

To qualify for a voucher, Tharp 
said, an applicant must: 

•Verify they have lived in the 
Fifth District for at least six 
months. 

•Have an income that does not 
exceed 60 percent of the current 
HUD median income guidelines 
for the county in which they re- 
side. 

•Complete an assessment 
screening. 

“It’s no secret we have an epi- 
demic facing our region. This is 
the most devastating scourge Eve 
seen in my 25 years in Congress,” 
Rogers said. 

“Drugs are tearing families 
apart, ruining lives, and stretch- 
ing the resources of law enforce- 
ment and social service agencies 
to the absolute limit,” Rogers 
said. 

The voucher program will not 
end the problem, but it is another 
tool to help people in the battle,” 
he said.

Protecting Your Social 
Security Number 
(SSN) 

By Bernard O’Nan 

The Social Security Number 
(SSN) is used to keep a record of 
a worker’s earnings. Here are 
some things you can do to pro- 
tect your number: 

•Keep the number and card in 
a safe place to prevent theft — 
don’t carry the card with you. 

•Except for employers and fi- 
nancial institutions, which need 
them for tax reporting purposes, 
you are not required to give your 
Social Security number to private 
businesses. Giving the number is 
voluntary even when asked for the 
number directly. If requested, you 
should ask: 

•Why the number is needed. 

•How the number will be used. 

•-What happens if they refuse. 

•What law requires them to 
give the number. 

The answers to these questions 
can help you decide if you want 
to give out your SNN. The deci- 
sion is yours. However, you

Black Lung Assn, 
official convicted of 
scamming miners 

The president of the Kentucky 
Black Lung Association was 
convicted Aug. 25 of using sick 
coal miners in a Medicare fraud 
scam. 

After deliberating for four 
hours, a federal jury convicted 
association president Carolyn 
Sue "Susie" Davis on 13 counts 
of fraud and obstructing a health 
care investigation. Her husband, 
Otis Davis, 72, was convicted on 
the same charges. The couple 
live in Salyersville and were in- 
dicted in May, reports Lee 
Mueller of the Lexington Herald- 
Leader. 

A third defendant, Dr. Raghu 
Sundaram, 62, of Montgomery, 
Ala., was acquitted. Prosecutors 
had charged the former Floyd 
County doctor approved bogus 
claims and was part of the 
scheme. 

Sentencing for the Davises 
has been scheduled for Nov. 21. 
They each face maximum penal- 
ties of up to 10 years in prison 
and $250,000 in fines. The total 
amount of money paid to the 
medical company by Medicare 
between January 1999 and Au- 
gust 2003 was not revealed, but 
bank documents provided during 
the trial showed at least one 
$100,000 deposit.

Do you 
know what 
causes 
thunder? 

One of the ingredients of a hot 
summer day is the late afternoon 
thunderstorm. Sometimes thun- 
derstorms are violent, but usually 
they just provide a few rumbles 
of thunder and drops some rain 
and then the sun comes out again 
and the afternoon goes on. 
Sometimes there is no rain at all, 
but you hear the rumbles of thun- 
der rolling around the mountains 
and echoing through the valleys. 
What causes thunder? 

Thunder is caused by light- 
ning. The bright light of the light- 
ning bolt represents a great deal 
of energy. This energy heats the 
air to above 50,000 degrees F in 
only a few millionths of a second. 
The superheated air has no time 
to expand, so it starts out at a very 
high pressure. The high pressure 
air then expands outward into the 
surrounding air compressing it 
and causing a disturbance that 
propagates in all directions away 
from the lightning bolt. The dis- 
turbance is a shock wave for the 
first 10 yards, after which it be- 
comes an ordinary sound wave, 
or thunder. 

The obvious next question fol- 
lows: What causes lightning? 

Lightning originates around 
15,000 to 25,000 feet above sea 
level when raindrops are carried 
upward until some of them con- 
vert to ice. For reasons that are 
not widely agreed upon, a cloud- 
to-ground lightning flash origi- 
nates in this mixed water and ice 
region. The charge then moves 
downward in 50-yard sections 
called step leaders. It keeps mov- 
ing toward the ground in these 
steps and produces a channel 
along which charge is deposited. 
Eventually, it encounters some- 
thing on the ground that is a good 
connection. The circuit is com- 
plete at that time, and the charge 
is lowered from cloud to ground. 
The return stroke is a flow of 
charge (current), which produces 
a luminosity much brighter than 
the part that came down. This 
entire event usually takes less 
than half a second. It is this re- 
turn stroke that we view as the 
lightning bolt. 

Lightning comes from a par- 
ent cumulonimbus cloud. These 
thunderstorm clouds are formed 
wherever there is enough upward 
motion, instability in the vertical, 
and moisture to produce a deep 
cloud that reaches up to levels 
somewhat colder than freezing. 
These conditions are most often 
met in summer. 

Lightning does not always 
strike the ground. Flashes that do 
not strike the surface are called 
cloud flashes. They may be in- 
side a cloud, travel from one part 
of a cloud to another, or from 
cloud to air. 

Lightning is one of the most 
dangerous threats from a thun- 
derstorm. Just one bolt can be 
deadly. Cloud-to-ground light- 
ning can kill or injure people by 
direct or indirect means. The 
lightning current can branch off 
to a person from a tree, fence, 
pole, or other tall object. It is not 
known if all people are killed 
each year by lightning are di- 
rectly struck by the lightning bolt 
itself. 

In addition, flashes may con- 
duct their current through the 
ground to a person after the flash 
strikes a nearby tree, antenna, or 
other tall object. The current also 
may travel through power or tele- 



phone lines, or plumbing pipes to 
a person who is in contact with an 
electric appliance, telephone, or 
plumbing fixture. 

Similarly, objects can be di- 
rectly struck and this impact may 
result in an explosion, burn, or 
total destruction. Or, the damage 
may be indirect when the current 
passes through or near it. 

Sometimes, current may enter 
a building and transfer through 
wires or plumbing and damage 
everything in its path. In urban 
areas, it may strike a pole or tree 
and the current then travels to sev- 
eral nearby houses and other 
structures and enter them through 
wiring or plumbing. 

The best defense is to plan 
ahead and avoid exposure to 
lightning when a thunderstorm 
occurs. Know where safe shelter 
is located and leave enough time 
to reach safe shelter before your 
danger level is high. Don’t be an 
isolated tall object, and don’t be 
connected to anything that may be 
an isolated tall object. 

If you can hear thunder, you 
are within range of being struck, 
either by direct or indirect means. 
It does not have to be raining, or 
you do not have to see the actual 
lightning bolt. You should stay 
inside safe shelter until 30 min- 
utes after you hear the last rumble 
of thunder. 



Chemical-weapons 
monitoring flawed, 
Depot employee says 

An employee at the Blue Grass 
Army Depot, an Army chemical 
weapons facilityin Madison 
County, has alleged his post 
failed to properly monitor deadly 
nerve gas for months, and took 
punitive action against him when 
he complained. 

The commander (of the facil- 
ity) would not comment on the al- 
legations, but said the toxin is se- 
cure and his employees well 
cared for. 

“In a sworn affadavit, Donald 
Van Winkle, who operates air- 
monitoring units at the Richmond 
facility, charged [the] monitors 
[used] to ensure ... VX nerve 
toxin [doesn't] leak were incor- 
rectly configured, threatening the 
lives of employees,” according to 
a story by Jonathan M. Katz of 
The Associated Press. 

Lt. Cmdr. Joe Carpenter, a 
Pentagon spokesman., told Katz, 
“They're serious allegations and 
based on information that’s re- 
ceived they’ll be looked into.” 

About 520 tons of chemical 
warfare agents are stored at the 
Madison County depot. The De- 
fense Department has slated the 
weapons for destruction.

call to receive help. Time and 
again in the past, Rogers said, ad- 
dicts called the hotline only to find 
out they needed financial help 
before entering treatment. 

Operation UNITE has entered 
into contracts with several facili- 
ties that have dedicated treatment 
space for the program, but 
voucher recipients may choose to 
receive help from any facility. 

To qualify for a voucher, Tharp 
said, an applicant must: 

•Verify they have lived in the 
Fifth District for at least six 
months. 

•Have an income that does not 
exceed 60 percent of the current 
HUD median income guidelines 
for the county where they reside. 

•Complete an assessment 
screening. 

“It’s no secret we have an epi- 
demic facing our region. This is 
the most devastating scourge I’ve 
seen in my 25 years in Congress,” 
Rogers said. 

“Drugs are tearing families 
apart, ruining lives, and stretch- 
ing the resources of law enforce- 
ment and social service agencies 
to the absolute limit,” Rogers said. 

The voucher program will not 
end the problem, but it is another 
tool to help people in the battle,” 
he said.

last week, were: Alliance Con- 
tracting, Inc., $8,818,900; D. W. 
Wilburn, Inc., $8,830,000. Gold 
noted that the addition of any or 
all of the three alternate bids re- 
quested by the board — for ter- 
razzo in the lobby, construction of 
an entrance road, and for installa- 
tion of a waste treatment plant — 
gave D. W. Wilburn, Inc., the low- 
est overall proposal. 

But Gold said, “In deciding to 
reject the bids, the board gave 



careful consideration to the impact 
that awarding the bid would have 
on the potential bonding that 
would be left for a second new 
school.” 

“We hope that by reducing the 
projected overall building costs, 
we will have potentially enough 
bonding capacity left to build the 
second school,” Gold said. 

Planners initially had estimated 
the cost for the new building at 
$135.00 per square foot. The low 
bids submitted reflected a cost of 
about $147.00 per square foot. 

Gold attributed the higher- 
than-expected bids to climbing 
interest rates and increases in the 
cost of building materials, noting 
that the low bids submitted are in 
line with bids submitted for 
schools in other districts.

It is encouraging to hear from 
citizens who are thinking about 
how to improve life for children 
in Morgan County. Most partici- 
pants agreed with a community 
member who stated, “I think for
